A BRUTAL MOB. 


^ Gang of Strikers Attack a Party of 
Laborers and Severely Beat 
Some of Them. 


PiTTBBTTBa, May 20.—A serious phase 
in the coke strike at Emerson developed 
this morning, when a mob of 300 men, 
marching in a body and generally armed 
with bludgeons, suddenly appeared in 
the coke yard at the Jimtown works of 
Colone 1 Sohoonmaker. 
Without warn- 
ing they made a savage attack ou the 
little knot of men who were engaged in 
drawing out coke from the oveus. 
This 
coke has been in the ovens since the 
strike commenced and some eight or ten 
laborers have been engaged to draw it 
out. 
While so engaged the mob sud- 
denly rushed in on them and brutally 
attacked them. 
Such of the laborers as 
could not escape, were cruelly beaten, 
one man having both arms broken and 
being so badly kicked that his life is 
despaired of. Six men altogether were 
beaten very severely. 
All the barrows 
and tools used in the works were de- 
stroyed by the mob. Having effectually 
accomplished their mission at Jimtown, 
the rioters marched through Dawson 
and across the Youghiogheny river to 
the works of James Cochran & Sons, 
where, in the absence of human victims, 
they wreaked their v^engeance upon the 
coke wagons and tools, destroying all 
such movable property as thev could 
lay their hands on. 
Sheriff Miller is 
now on the way to the scene, with a 
posse. 
It is reported here that an order 
has been received from Grand Master 
Workman 
Pcwderly, 
ordering 
the 
Knights of Labor in the coke regions to 
return to work, as the strike is illegal. *

leeches." 
"The 
Lans- 
downe leases are t h e most outrageous 
compacts in t h e whole of Ireland, and 
the tenants must submit to them in 
every particular or be subject to evic- 
tion. 
They are enforced with cold- 
blooded 
and 
relentless 
rigor 
and 
keep the people in a bondage worse than 
was ever put in slavery. 
The agents of 
Lansdowne keep a constant sarveillence 
over the tenants. 
Should a family go 
to mass on Sunday a little better dressed 
than usual, up went their rent. 
It's, a 
crime on the Lansdowne's estates to live 
a whit bett^ r than a brute. No marriages 
are permitted without the consent of the 
agent, and he doesn't always give his 
consent. 
The policy of the Lansdownes 
is to prevent marriage because it in- 
creases the population and tends to cut 
up the families into small lots, and they 
don't want too many people on their es- 
tates. 
The leases also forbids tenants 
harboring poor people. 
A violation of 
any 
of these 
provisions in 
the 
leases 
menas eviction."

As summer approaches, a word of 
caution about the use of ice will be 
timely. 
A very common mistake is to 
suppose that water was or is purtied in 
freezing. A careful examination of ioe 
out from ponds of impure water, will 
show that the ice carries with it nearly 
all the impurities found in the water of 
the pond. If ice is used in drinking 
water, we should be as careful of the 
source of the ice as of the water we use 
it in. If water has to be cooled for sum- 
mer use, the better way is to put the 
water in a tin vessel and place that in a 
larges wooden vessel and pack the ioe in 
the space between the two vessels. If 
we buy ice to cool our food or drink, it 
will be safer to put it about our food or 
drink rather than in either. But the 
best of all is to avoid using the water in 
hot weather. It may be a luxury, but 
if we take into the account its ultimate 
effect on the digestive organs it will be 
an expensive one. 
Well or spring water 
at 55 degrees is cold enough to be safe in 
warm weather.

C H A P T E R I. 


ACCOUNTS. 


Claims to be Filed. 
Sec. 1. All persons having claims against the City 
of Fort Wayne for work rendered, or any claims or demands whatsoever, 
shall, on the Saturday preceeding the second and fourth Tuesday of each and 
every month, file with the City Clerk their respective claims, certihed to by 
the officer who may have authorized the expenditure, or ordered the purchase 
involved in such accounts. 


Finance Committee to Report. 
Sec. 2. 
It shall be the duty of the 
Finance Committee of said Council, on the Monday preceeding the second and 
fourth Tuesday of each month, to meet at the council chamber and examine 
such claims as are filed with the Clerk of the City ; and to report to said 
Council in writing, such claims as they shall deem correct and .iust. 


Proviso. 
Sec. 3. No claims of any kind, whatsoever, will be received by 
gaid Council, unless examined and reported by said i inance Comniittee. 
Provided, That in cases where written contracts have been made, and entered 
into between the City and other parties, this chapter shall not apply.

ANIMALS. 


Pounclmaster's D u t i e s . 
Sec. 1. It shall be the duty of the Common 
Council, to provide a public poimd and to erect therein buildings for hay and 
feed, stables for horses and cattle, and pens for smaller annimals, and to pro- 
vide means for watering such animals. 
I t shall be the duty of such Council 
to elect a I'oundmaster for said (Mty at their first meeting in ]May, of each 
year. 
Said Poundmaster ^hall devote his time to the duties herein provided, 
and such other duties relating hereto, as the Common Council may from time 
to lime direct, and for such purposes he is hereby vested with police powers. 
He shall give bond to the city in the sum of §^1,000 conditioned for the faith- 
ful performance of his duties, as herein prescribed ; he shall keep a book in 
which he shall enter a full description of every animal impounded by him, 
and the place from which the same was taken, the name of the owner, as soon 
as ascertained, and the )iour when impounded. 
He shall make a full report 
of all his doings and of all moneys collected by him as such Poundmaster, and 
he shall pav all moneys collected under the provisions of this ordinance to 
the Treasurer of said citv, and the Treasurer's voucher therefor shall 
accompanv said monthly report. 
The C^ity Marshal shall, in a book provided 
for the purpose, and kept conspicuously displayed at the city hall, enter all 
complaints made to him in regard to animals found running at large, giving 
the name and residence of the complainant; and any reputable citizen may 
enter for himself such complaint, and it shall be the duty of all ofiicers and 
patrolmen to give notice of iul animals seen by them running at large, and the 
said Poundmaster shall take prompt action upon such information.

the proper vouchers ; and at the first regidar meeting thereof in January of 
each year, he shall lay before said Council a full and complete account of the 
financial year ending with the thirty-first day of December, exhibiting the 
number of the ordere taken up, the amount paid and interest ; he shall Keep 
. all notes and bonds belonging to said city (except those given by himself, 
j which shall be deposited with said Clerk), and such notes and bonds shall 
; always be subject to the order of said Council ; he shall attend at the Treas- 
urer's office daily, Sundays eccepted, from 8 o'clock A, M. to 4 o'clock F. M.. 
unless elsewhere otficially engaged, and at such other hours as may be uecct,- 
sary for the i)erformance of the duties enjoined on him by law. 


Duties of Clerk.

.^aid Clerk shall attend all meetings of t^aid 
Council, and record their proceedings ; keep the proper account books apper- 
taining to his office ; record all ordinances of said (.'ouncil, in a book t<j be

each month, the amount appropriated the preceeding month, and also the 
total amount of indebtedness of said city ; he shall attend at the Clerk's olfice 
every dav, excepting on Sundays, the Fourth of July, Christmas, New Years 
day. and Thanksgiving dav. In his absence or disability, a protenipore at)- 
pointment, to fill his place, may be made by a vote of the majority of the 
Council men elect.

CHAPTER XV. 


CITY WEIOHER. 


Weigrher to Qualify. 
Sec. 1. It shall be the duty of the Common 
Council, at the first regular meeting in May of each year, to elect by ballot, a 
City Weigher, whose salary shall be fixed by said Council. 
Before entering 
upon the duties of his office, he shall file his bond, with sureties to the satisfac- 
tion of the Common Council, in the sum of one thousand dollars, conditioned 
for a faithful discharge of his duties. 


D u t y of Weigrher. 
Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of said Weigher, to 
attend the Barr street market, from 7 o'clock A. M. until dark, and weigh all 
hay or coal that may be there sold or offered for sale, measure all wood, and 
to weigh such other articles as the owner may request. 


P l a c e of Sale. Sec. 3. It shall be unlawful to sell, or offer for sale, any 
coal, wood or hay at, upon, or in any street, alley or public place in the city, 
except tUe Barr street market space, between Washington street and Berry 
street. But nothing herein contained shall be intended to prevent the taking 
of orders for future delivery. 


To W e i g h Certain Articles. 
Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of said 
Weigher, to weigh all hay or coal ottered for sale at said market, so as to 
determine the true weight of each load of such hay or coal, and for this pur- 
pose the owner or seller of such hay or coal, shall allow said City Weigher to 
weigh any veliicle upon which hay or coal is 4oaded, at such times as said 
Weigher shall deem proper for the protection of purchasers ; and the Weigher 
shall collect from the owner or seller, for each weighing of hay, coal or vehicle, 
the sura of ten cents per draft; and he shall at the time deliver to the owner 
or seller, a ticket, showing thereon the exact weight of the wagon, and exact 
weight of the hay or coal, as the case may be, as well as the gross weight, and 
he shall sign and date the same. 


To 3Ieasure Wood. 
Sec. 5. The City Weigher shall measure accurately 
every load of wood exposed for sale at said market, and furnish to each owner 
or seller a ticket, showing thereon the owner's name, tlie date, and the number 
of cubic feet contained in such load, and he shall sign the same, and collect 
from said owuer t)ie sum or iive cents for each load so measured. 


T o P a y ill T r e a s u r y . 
Sec. f). It shall be the duty of the City Weigher, 
ouce every week to pay into the city treasury for the use of the city, all 
moiiies colle«;ted by him as such Weigher. 
f^or such purpose he shall keep a 
receipt book, jiivinp; to each person a receipt for all pavments. and he shall 
then preserve a stub, showins^ the amount received, who from, the date, and a 
true statement of the weigiit or measui-e.

Fraud or Deccit. 
Sec. 8. 
Any person selling wood, or offering wood 
for sale, within tlie Citv of Fort Wayne, who shall knowingly make any false 
representations as to the quantity or quality of wood contained in any load 
olfered for sale, with intent to defraud any person or persons, who may pur- 
chase the same ; or. who shall fraudulently so construct any load of wood 
which may be exposed for sale, as to conceal therein inferior or unsalable wood, 
and different from the parts of the load exposed to view, with intent to de- 


provements of streets, alleys, market spaces and other public commons, and 
all other public works of said city, which may be in contemplation, or which 
he may deem for the public good or convenience, together with the estimated 
cost of the same. He shall also annually furnish to the Street Commissioner 
such plans and specifications as may be necessary for the proper inspection, 
repair and cleaning of the public sewers. 
All applications tor public im- 
provements shall first be made to the Common Council, and shall be referred 
to said engineer, who shall report back thereon to said Council, submitting 
with such report the plans and estimates of such as he may approve, together 
with sueh other recommendations in relation thereto as he may see proper to 
make. He shall receive and present to the Common Council all proposals for 
constructing any public work; and shall inspect all materials used or to be 
used in the construction of all public works of the city, and shall reject all 
such as, in his opinion, may be unfit or unsafe, and he shall forthwith give 
notice of such rejection to the contractor or party furnishing the same. He 
shall also, when necessary to secure the faithful and timely completion of 
such work, notify the contractor thereof to employ additional men and 
horses; and, in case of refusal or neglect of said contractor to comply with 
such notice, said engineer shall immediately report such action to the Com- 
mon Council. 


£ n ^ i n e e r t o S u p e r i n t e n d . 
Sec. 2. The City Civil Engineer shall 
superintend all public work ordered by the Common Council, and shall have 
sole control thereof. Whenever, during the progress of any public work, 
such work may be progressing in an unsatisfactory manner, or contrary to 
the terms of the contract therefor, he may order the further progress of such 
work suspended, and have any or all of it taken down or removed, and re- 
built at the expense of the contractor, in accordance with the terms of such 
contract; and no appropriation or payment shall be made by said Council be- 
fore said engineer shall have certified that such work has been done accord- 
ing to the contract therefor. 


To Report. 
Sec. 3. The City Civil Engineer shall report to the Common 
Council all encroachments, which may come to his knowledge, on any of the 
streets, alleys, or other public places of the city; and shall, when directed by 
the Common Council, make surveys of the streets, alleys, market places and 
other public places in said city, and prepare plans and profile delineations of 
the same. 


Riig-ineer to K e e p Records. 
Sec. 4. Said engineer shall keep an office 
to be provided by the Common Council, and he shall cause all surveys, maps, 
plats, charts, or documents to be filed or recorded therein in books to be pro- 
vided by said Council for that purpose, and which said engineer shall care- 
fully preserve and turn over to his successor in office. He shall keep a record 
of all plats, subdivision of lots, squares, blocks, or parts of either of them, and 
note in figures, in feet and inches, the size of such lots, squares, blocks, or 
parts thereof, and the width of all streets and alleys in the city. 


t i r a d e s t4» b e Given. 
Sec. 5. 
All grades for the improvement of 
streets, alleys and sidewalks, shall be given by the City Civil Engineer with 
reference to the general improvement of the city, and in view of the perma- 
nent establishment of sueh grades by the Common Council. He shall estab- 
lish and locate permanent "Bench marks," and all plats, profiles or other de- 
lineations for sewers, streets, alleys or sidewalks shall be made with reference 
thereto; and he shall keep a record of such "Bench marks," and all grades 


down, blow up, or cause to be blown up, or destroy any building or erection 
during the progress of a fire, for the purpose of checking or extinguishing the 
same.

Sec. 11. Xo person, other than a fireman, policeman, 
or public officer, shall enter or assemble with any other person or persons, in 
any engine house belonging to the city, without the permission of the officer 
in charge of such engine house. 


R e q u i r e Assistance. Sec. 12. It shall be lawful for the Chief Engineer 
and the Assistant Chief Engineer, to require the aid of any drayman with his 
horse and dray, driver of a licensed wagon with his team and wagon, or any 
citizen, inhabitant or bystander, in drawing or conveying any engine or other 
tiré apparatus, to the fire and in working and using the same, while at a fire.

tight vessel, to be kept covered, and to be placed at a convenient place on or 
near the premises, out of reach of, (^r distnrbaiu'e from animals and vehicles, 
and within reasonable convenience to garbage gatherers ; and every head of 
a family, or other person occupying or having control or authority over, in, or 
on anv place or premises where any such garbage is made, had or accumulated, 
shall be required to see to the collecting, and securing the same, according to 
the provisions of this section : and any person who shall violate any of the 
provisions of this section, or shall fail or neglect to perform either one or 
more of the duties imposed herein, shall be fined for any violation on any 
day, or for each day of any such failure or neglect of duty, in any sum not 
more than five dollai's : Provided, Tliat nothing hei-ein contained, shall pre- 
vent any such person from using or coiisvuning his, her or their garbage, for 
any purpose not inconsistent with the object of this section.

For the convenience and facility of gathering and

The 
Assistant Engineers shall assist the Chief Engineer, and obey his orders, and 
in absence of the Chief Engineer take command according to rank, and per- 
form the duties, and have the powers of the Chief Engineer at fires, and on 
other occasions. 


B l o w u p Buildiug-s. 
Sec. 7. The Chief Engineer, or in his absense, the 
person acting as Chief, with the concurrence of the Mayor, or in his absence, 
wiih the concurrence of any five council men. may direct the firemen to take

No person shall keep, sell 


tiu'irpowder" gun-cotton, or other explosive material or compound, 
permit, in writing, for such purpose, be lirst ol.tained from the Mayor, coun- 
tersigned l)y the Clerk. .\nd no more than four permits shall be granted in 
any one block; and in case the number of applications shall exceed four," the 
authorized four shall be chosen by ballot by the city Council.

CHAPTER XL. 


RAILROADS. 


S p e e d . 
Sec. 1. No locomotive engine, railroad passenger car, or freight 
car shall be driven, propelled or run upon or alon^f any raüroad track within 
said city, at a greater speed than the rate of six miles per hour. 


Crossiiiffs. 
Sec. 2. 
No railroad company, railroad engineer, train con- 
ductor or other person, shall cause or allow any locomotive enmne, car or 
pars or train of cars, to stop or remain upon any street or railroad crossing, 
within said city, at which, by the provisions of this chapter, a flagman is 
ordered to be stationed and kept, for a longer period than five minutes, at 
any one time, nor upon anjr other street or railroad crossing in said city, tor 
a longer period than ten minutes. 


U n c o u p l e a t Crossingrs. 
Sec. 3. 
Should any street or railroad crow- 
ing in said city be and remain occupied and obstructed in whole or in part, 
by any train of railroad cars, for and during the period of five minutes, it 
shall be the duty of each and every railroad company, upon whose Ime ot 
road such obstruction may occur, their agents or employes, on or betöre tne 
expiration of said five minutes, when from any cause the entire tram cannot 
be propelled or removed to any one side of the street occupied and obstracted 
as aforesaid, to cause such cars as may be on or near said crossing, to be u ^ 
coupled, and some one division of the train as thus made, removed from on 
the aforesaid street and railroad crossing, in such a manner as to leave said 
street entirely free and unobstructed ; and said train w^hen again coupled 
shall be removed forthwith from off any such crossing aforesaid. 


H e a d Lifflits. 
Sec. 4. Every locomotive engine, railroad car, or train of 
cars, running in the niglit time on any railroad track in f.aid city, shall have 
and keep while so running, a brilliant and conspicuous light on the forward 
end of such locomotive engine or train of cars. 


Loadiiiff a n d U n l o a d i n g . 
Sec. 5. Xo company, corporation or person 
shall be allowed to deposit or place in the street, any lumber or other mater- 
ial nor shall they load any car from the street with any material deposited 
there; nor erect or maintain any switch house, or other building, upon any 
street, highway or alley within the city limits. 


Blowliiff W U i s t l e s . 
Sec. 6. 
No railroad company shall cause or allow 
the whistle of any locomotive engine to be sounded within the city, except 
such as may be absolutely necessary, to prevent injury to persons and to 
property, other than their own, and that in their possession as freight. 


R i n g B e l l . 
Sec. 7. 
The bell of each locomotive engine shall be rung 
continually while running in said city. 


Siffn B o a r d s a t Citv Uiinits. 
Sec. 8. 
Each railroad company shall 
erect at the entrance of such railroad within the city, a sign board, having 
thereon the words " stop speed, ring the bell," legibly painted thereon, and 
the same so erected. 


Conies of Ordinance and Names of Employes Furnished. 
Sec. 
9 
Each supenntendent of any railroad shall furnish each engineer and train 
conductor öf any railroad running within the city, a certified or printed copy 
of this chapter, and shall moreover furnish to any officer of said city applying 
therefor, the name of any person in the employment of said railroad company 
who shall have been charged with having violated any of the provisions of 
this chapter. 


B l o w i n e oil" S t e a m . 
Sec. 10. No railroad company shall cause or allow 
the cvlindcr cock or cocks of any or either of the several locomotive engines, 
to be'opened so as to permit steam to escape therefrom, at any time while 
running upon or along any railroad track laid in any street, or when the 
eneine IS in the immediate proximity to any street or railroad crossing in 
said city • Provided, 
hmcever. That when such engine shall be standing at 
such a point in said city, and for three revolutions of the driving wheel alter 
being put in motion, the said cocks may be opened for the purpose of allow- 
ing condensed steam to escape. 


Flaffinaii. 
Sec. 11. 
All railroad comimiiies, whose track or trains cross 
or intersect any of the following named streets at the points herein designated, 
to wit: on Hanna street, on Lafayette street, on Calhoun street, on Fairfield 
Aveiiue, and on Broadway, and at all street crossings where they shall be 
required so to do by the Mayor of the city, shall station, keep, and maintain 
at all times, at their own expense, at each and every one of said street and 
railroad crossings, a flagman, whose duty it shall be to signal persons travel- 
ing in the direction of any or either of the crossings aforesaid, and warn them 
of the approach of any locomotive engine or other impending danger. 


C a l U o u n S t r e e t Crossinji. 
Sec. 12. 
That it shall be unlawful for any 
railroad company or corporation, whose road crosses Calhouh street, in the 
citv of Fort Wayne, to switch any of its cars over or across said street, or to 
allow any of its cars, engines, or hand cars, to stand upon the track where the 
same crosses said street, for a longer period than one minute at any one time. 


P e n a l t y . 
Sec. 13. 
Any railroad company or corporation, who shall by 
themselves their agents, or employes, violate or fail to observe -any of the 
f o r e e o i n g provisions of t h i s chapter; or any »gent or employe of any rail- 
road company or railroad corporation, or other person, who shall violate or 
fail to observe the same, shall for each violation or failure to observe the 
same forfeit and pay a fine of not more than one hundred dollars. 


idoUars for eaçh d i ^ that such forbidden connection shall remain after three 
days* taoticè from the City Civil Engineer to remove the same. 


IPermit f r o m ESn^ineer. 
Sec. 3. 
Before any connection can be made 
with any sewerj or extension of any connection previously made therewith, a 
permit must be obtained from the City Civil Engineer. 
All applications for 
such permits must be made in writing by the owners or authorized agents of 
the property to be drained, and must be accompanied by a clear description 
of the premises, and of the drains required, stating the water closets, sinks, 
and other fixtures to be connected therewith, twenty-four hours previous to 
the opening of any street, aUey or public place, for the purpose of making 
such connection. 


E x c a v a t i o n F o r . 
' Sec. 4. 
In opening any street, alley, or public place 
all material for paving or ballasting, must be removed with the least possible 
injurv or loss of same, and together with the excavated material from the 
trencnes, must be placed where they will cause the least possible incon- 
venience to the public. 
As little as possible of the trench must be dug until 
the junction of the sewer is foimd, unless it is first determined to make a 
new junction, and whenever required, sheeting and braces must be used to 
prevent caving ; and in no case, except by express Orders of the City Civil 
Engineer, shall the width of the excavation be less than twenty inches, or 
more than six inches greater than the outside transverse diameter of the pipe. 


M a t e r i a l . 
Sec. 5. 
The material to be used in all private sewers and 
drains, shall be hard burned brick, salt glazed or vitrified clay pipe or gal- 
vanized iron, as may be determined by the City Civil Engineer, and no 
material shall be used in the construction of any private sewer or drain, 
unleess previously approved by said Engineer. 


O r a d e ot* Coniiectioiii«. 
Sec. 6. 
The least inclination that will be 
allowed for connections with water closets, kitchen and all other drains liable 
to receive solid substances, is one-half inch in two feet, and for cellar or other 
drains to receive water only, one-quarter of an inch in two feet. 


Inlets, H o w P r o t e c t e d . 
Sec. 7. 
The inlets of all drains connected 
with water closets, sinks, downspouts, or catch-basins must be securely guarded 
against the introduction of sand, earth, or other solid substances by means of 
grates or other appliances, and all drains of whatsoever nature which shall be 
connected with any main or lateral sewer, must be provided with a suitable trap 
or catch-basin thoroughly trapped, and no privy vault shall be connected with 
such sewer, unless in the opinion of the City Civil Engineer, suitable arrange- 
ments are provided to thoroughly flush the same by the introduction of suf- 
ficient water from sinks, downspouts or other sources. 


B a c l c w a t e r , H o w Gruarded A g a i n s t . 
Sec. 8. 
That for the purpose 
of protecting the sewers and drains in the city, and for the further purpose 
of protecting those whose premises are connected therewith from damages 
by overflow, or water setting back from such sewer, it shall be the duty of 
every person whose premises are connected with the sewers of the city, to 
provide a trap or check valve in said connection, so that water cannot flow 
back from said sewers through such connections.

4th The amount of each kind of revenue on hand at the date of said report 
to be carried to the new account; 5th. A detailed statement of the dilTerent 
amounts and purposes for wbich the same was laid out and expended ; 6th. 
The number and estimated value of the school buildings ; 7th. The amount 
of school furniture, and the estimated value of the same ; 8th. The average 
number of teachers, not including those in the grammar schools ; 9th. The 
averaire number of teachers employed in the grammar schools; 10th. The 
total number of persons, male and female, between the ages of six (6) and 
twenty-one (21> years, as shown by the last enumeration ; 11th. The number 
enumerated, male and female, who are over fifteen (15) years of age ; 12th. 
The total number of different pupils including those of the grammar school, 
who were at any time during the year enrolled in the public schools ; 13th. 
The numbor of pupils at any time during the year in the grammar schools; 
14th The average number of pupils belonging to all the schools ; 15th. The 
average daily attendance in all of the schools ; I6th. The per cent, of daily 
attendance, based on the average whole number belonging to the schools ;

Sec. 2. The said Trustees shall make special reports 
to the Common Council when the Common Council shall by resolution direct 
them so to do.

Upon the failure of said Trustees to render reports at 
the time and in the manner herein provided, each of them upon conviction 
thereof, shall forfeit and pay to the <^ity of Fort Wayne, any sum not exceed- 
ing one hundred dollars. 


O l d D r a i n s a n d P i p e s E n c o i i n t e r e i l . 
Sec. 9. 
Whenever it becomes 
necessary to disturb any old drain in actual use, it must in no case be 
obstructed without special orders from the City Civil Engineer, and in case 
a water or gas pipe is encountered, the question of passing over or under 
such pipe, or raising or lowering the drain, must be determined by said 
Engineer. 


P a r t y N o t A s s e s s e d P a y 
F o r t y I>olliirs. 
Sec. 10. 
No owner or 
occupant of any premises not having been directly assessed for such premises 
in making said sewer, shall tap or di'ain into such sewer until he shall have 
comjrfied with the provisions of this chapter and paid to the City Treasurer 
the sum of forty dollars, and no person shall be allowed to drain into the con- 
nection with such sewer of any other person, except by permission of the City 
Civil Engineer and as herein provided. 


P e r m i t s . 
Sec. 11. 
The committee on sewers are hereby uutliorized to 
to grant such permits, as they deem proper, for allowing persons to tap the 
public sewers and drains and to make connections therewith, either directly 
or by tapping or using lateral severs or drains connecting with a sewer or 
drain, whether public or private, in any street, alley or public plac-e of the 
city, for which such person shall pay before the issue of such permit, the sum 
of ten dollars ; Provided, 
That such permit shall be granted only ou the 
express condition that the owner or tenant for whose benelit such connec- 
tion" is made, and each successive owner or tenaiit tliereof. shall in considera- 
tion of the privileges thereby granted and enjoyed, hold the City of Fort 
Wayne harmless from any loss or claims, that may in any wav result from or 
be occasioned by such tap or connection.

No person shall willfully or maliciously 
damage, injure or obstruct any sewer or house drain, cesspool or water closet 
pipe or any other connection laid or constructed by or luider tlie authority of 
the city.

to comply with the foregoing section, the Street Commissioner shall cause the 
work to be done. 
Said Street Commissioner shall report to the Common 
Council the amount of said expenditure, giving a description of the lots, or 
other premises, liable therefor, and the amount for which each is chargeable, 
and the certificate of the City Civil Engineer attached, showing that said 
work has been properly done and brought to the established grade.

Sec. 5. No cellar door shall rise or project above the sur 
face of the sidewalk more than one inch at the outer edge, nor more than two 
inches near the store or other building: nor shall the hinges thereof, or anv 
other thing connected therewith, project or rise above the door; nor shall any 
staple, lock or other fastening be placed on the upper side thereof. 


A w n i n g s . 
Sec. 6. 
All awnings shall be constructed of cloth, and the 
frame shall be elevated at least eight feet, and the curtain seven feet, at the 
lowest part thereof above the sidewalk, and shall not project over the same 
to exceed three-quarters of the width thereof. 
They shall be supported with 
out posts, by iron brackets, or by an iron framework attached firmly to the 
building, so as to leave the sidewalk entirely unobstnu'ted thereby.

owners or occupants fail or refuse to comply with said requirements, the Street 
Commissioner sliall cause the work to be done. 
Said Street Commissioner 
shall tlien report to the Common Council the amount of said expenditure, 
giving a description of the lots or other premises liable therefor, and the 
amount for which each is chargeable, and the certiticate of the City Civil 
Engineer attached, that said work has been properly done. 
The Common 
Conncil shall thereupon assess the said expenses by resolution upon such lots 
respectively. 
Tliereupon the City Treasurer shall demand payment thereof 
from the several parties against whom said assessment shall be made. 
In 
case any of the owners of the lots or parcels of ground on which such assess- 
ment have been made, shall fail or refuse, for the space of twenty days after 
the date of the assessment by the Common Council to pay the amount thereof 
due by such person to said city, it shall be the duty of said Treasurer, on be- 
half of said city, to file his affidavit in the Clerk's office of said city, stating the 
whole of said assessment, showing the amount paid and the amount due 
and unpaid, that the estimate of the expense thereof has been made, and 
tliat the work estimated has been done.

No person shall keep or use for hire for the 
carrying or conveyance of persons or things within the C'ity of Fort Wayne, 
any vehicle without a license so to do, and the Mayor is hereby authorized to 
license any person resident of said city, over the age of twenty-one years and 
being the owner or owners of any such vehicle, to keep and use for hire said 
vehicle upon his entering into bond with sufficient sureties to be approved by 
tlie iSlayor, in the penal sum of fifty dollars, conditioned for the payment of 
all \tenalties and damages, which the said owner or owners and the driver 
or tlrivers tliereof, may incur, or be liable to pay under any by-law or ordinance 
oC the (Mty of Fort Wayne now in force, or that shall hereafter be established. 
All licenses granted under this section, may be transferred by the Common 
Conncil in their discretion. 
Provided, That the keeper or keepers of livery 
stables shall have the right to do the ordinary business of such stables with- 
out obtaining such license. 


C lerk to Keep Register. 
Sec. 2. 
It shall be the duty of the Clerk to 
to keep a register of the name of the person to whom such license is granted 
or transferred, the number of the license, and the description of the vehicle 
licensed. 
All licenses, unless revoked, shall continue in force for one year 
from the day of the date of the issuing thereof. 


Name and Number. 
Sec. 3. 
Every person so licensed shall forthwith 
cause the name of the owner and the number of his license to be plainly 
painted in letters at least one and one-half inches in length, in a conspicuous 
place on the outside of the vehicle, and shall keep the same plain and distinct 
at all times when used, during the continuance of such license. 


Lamps. 
Sec. 4. Every vehicle for conveyance of persons when driven or 
used, or waiting or standing for use, in the night time, shall have fixed upon 
some conspicuous part of each side of the outside thereof, a lighted lamp with 
plain glass fronts and sides, with the number of the license painted in black 
paint on tlie sides and front of each of said lamps in distinct and legible fig- 
ures, at least one and a half inches in length, and so placed that said number 
and lamps may be distinctly seen from the inside and outside of such vehicle. 
All omnibuses running within the city and required to be licensed, shall, when 
running in the night time, have fixed in some conspicuous place in front 
tlHu eof, so as to be distinctly seen from the inside and outside, a lighted lamp 
witli the number of the license painted thereon in figures one inch and a half 
in length. 


J>rlver,s. 
Sec. 5, 
No person, except a licensed owner, shall hereafter 
drive any licensed vehicle, except omnibuses on established lines, for the con- 
v e y a n c e of passengers, or any article or thing whatever, for hire or reward, 
witliout first obtaining a license as such driver, and no such driver shall drive 
aiiv otlier veliicle than tlie one for which he shall be licensed, nor shall the 
owner or owners permit any person except a licensed driver or owner, to drive 
any licensed vehicle owned or used by him; nor shall any such owner permit 
any licensed driver to drive any other vehicle than the one for which he shall 
!je licensed. 
No more than one driver shall be licensed for any one vehicle. 
Such drivers shall be licensed by the Mayor and Clerk, on request of the 
owner, and such license may be transferred as above provided; and it shall be 
tlie duty of the clerk to keep a list of the drivers so licensed and the number 
of the vehicle as above provided.

Sec. 7. The price to be charged by the owner or driver 
of any vehicle, except an omnibus, for the conveyance 6f passengers for hire

tance on the most direct routes, viz:

For carrying a passenger not exceeding one mile, fifty cents

Cartagre of Merchandise. 
Sec. 10. Draymen, carters, expressmen or 
wagoners, licensed as aforesaid, shall be entitled to receive and ask, for cart- 
age of any articles of merchandise upon any such vehicle, where the distance 
shall not be greater than one mile, thirty-five cents; and for each additional 
mile, or fraction of a mile, twenty cents, and no person driving such licensed 
vehicle, shall refuse to convey, within said city, the goods, or merchandise, or 
other thing of any person, or shall omit or neglect so to do, or shall ask, take, 
state to, or extort from, any person desiring to have, or having had conveyed 
to any place in said city, such goods, or merchandise, or other thing, as the 
price or rate of fare for such conveyance, any greater price or rate of fare 
than that herein established. Provided, That this section shall not apply to 
teams with two or more horses or other animals, used for conveying heavier 
articles, where a special contract is made. 


Card of Kates Kept Posted. 
Sec. 11. 
Every driver or owner of a 
licensed hackney coach, cab or other vehicle, for the conveyance of passengers, 
shall at all times keep fixed and posted, right side up, inside of the same, so 
as to be most conveniently seen and read, a card, to be furnished by the city 
at the expense of the owner, printed in plain, legible characters, containing 
the prices or rates of fare allowed by this chapter, and the name of the owner 
or driver of such vehicle and the number of the license thereof. 


Hack and l>ray Stands. 
Sec. 12. 
It shall be unlawful for any hack, 
dray, truck or other vehicle, when unemployed, to be permitted by the person 
owning or controling the same, to stand on any street or place in said city, 
except on the following streets, viz; 


On the market space on Barr street, between Berry and Washington streets;

If wafer has to he cooled forbum- 
mer use, the better way ia to put the 
water in a tin vessel and placo that in a 
atges wooden vessel and pack tho ice iu 
iho space between the two veenola. If 
we buy ice to cool onr food or drink, it 
will bo safer to put it about our food or 
drink rather than in cither. But tho 
oeafc of all ia to avoid using the water in 
not weathtr. It may be a luxury, but 
if we take into the account ibt ultimate 
effect on the digestive organs it will bo 
an expensive one. Well or Bpring water 
at 55 degrees in cold enongb to be safe in 
warm weather.
